Stream or Thoughts on the text: 

89: Hezekiah rule and siege of Jerusalem, Isaiah prophecy, Angel of Lord comes struck down 185,000 
troops; Hezekiah near death; Isaiah prophesies the healing of him and the Babylon exile; Manasseh takes 
over ; Amon another prophesy = Exile. 

90: Josiah reign; finds Law; renews covenant; Passover; Nebuchadnessar exiles leadership and takes 
Temple-ware. Chronicles overview: One book, genealogies, United Monarchy, history of Judah. 
91: Genealogies: David's linage, line of Judah, line of Simeon, wars, line of Levi, others. 
92: David's monarchy, Saul falls on sword - why?, warriors of David, military solidified, why? 
93: David has a time of it getting the Ark to Jerusalem 

94: David prays, Satan shows up, military draft, pestilence and 70K die, site of the Temple 
95: David set up government and administration for Solomon.
